RUSSIA BREAKS 
OFF ARMS TALKS 


Not Participating in 
Subcommittee Work 


—Says No Progress 
Has Been Made.

UNITED -NATIONS, N.Y., 
Nov. 4 — Russia today an- 
nounced it will not participate 
any longer in disarmament dis- 
cussions in the subcommittee 
of the U.N. Disarmament Com- 
mission, as now constituted. 
The announcement was made 
Kuznetsov, Deputy 
Foreign Minister of the Soviet 
Union, in an address before 
the Political Committee of the 
U.N. General Assembly. 
Soviet Government,” 
considers that all at- 
tempts to make use of the dis- 


armament subcommittee fo 
productive work have been 
entirely exhausted. 

“Under these conditions the 
Soviet Government does not 
see any sense in further par- 
ticipation in the work of the 


Disarmament Commission and 
its subcommittee. Proceeding 
from this the Soviet Govern- 
ment declares it will not par- 
ticipate in the U.N. Disarma- 
ment Commission and its sub- 
committee in their present 
composition.” 
End of Talks Evident. 

Since Russia is the only non- 
Western member of the sub- 
committee, which also includes 
the United States, Britain, 
France and Canada, this action 
would seem effectiveiy to end 
subcommittee discussions. 

The Soviet Union has asked 
the Assembly to set up a new 
Disarmament Commission com- 
posed of representatives of all 
82 U.N. members nations. The 
United States opposes this sug- 
gestion and is asking for a con- 
tinuation of discussions in the 
five-nation subcommittee. 

The Soviet action in refusing 
to participate in discussions on 
_the old basis was not unan- 
ticipated, but there had been 
moO warning as to its announce- 
ment today. It came after the 
Soviet Foreign Minister, An- 
drei A. Gromyko, had left for 
Moscow. 

24-Nation Resolution. 

The Political Committee {is 
considering a 24-nation 
lution which calls on the dead- 
_locked disarmament subcom- 
mittee to reconvene “as soon 
as feasible” and give priority 
‘to reaching a disarmament 
agreement that would provide 
'“upon its entry into force” for 
certain specified steps subject 
to adequate controls. 

These steps are essentially 
those Britain, Canada, France 
and the United States proposed 
to the Soviet Union in the sub- 
/committee’s London talks last 
summer.

WASHINGTON, Nov

To accomplish this, Siry said, 
would. require a rocket with 
tremendous thrust to blow the 
pressurized chamber back to 
earth. It would have to be 
fired exactly in the right direc- 
tion in order not to end up as 
a satellite itself. 

Soviet Prof. A. Blaganravov 
said in a Moscow broadcast that 
the “life of the dog is safe.” 
He said the little space sentry 
is getting artifical food and is 
carrying ifistruments to record 
Binks functions as breathing, 
heart beat and blood pressure 
as she makes her lonely rounds.

It is said to be able to carry 
220 persons on short flights of 
from 800 to 900 miles and 170 
on medium-range flights. The 
Russians claim it can do this 
at eosts comparable to rail 
travel. 

Jet-propeller propulsion, fre- 
quently called turboprop pro- 
pulsion, consists of jet-type 
engines powering propellers in 
contrast to pure jet or pro- 
pellerless propulsion. 

It was announced some 
months ago that this plane, de- 
signed by A. N. Tupolev like 
the TU-104 which is the only 


jet passenger airliner in regu- 


lar scheduled service in the 
world, was nearing operational 
status. Yesterday’s communi- 
que that the plane is actually 
in use was issued as one of a 
series of announcements claim- 
ing Soviet scientific triumphs 
in honor of the fortieth anni- 
versary of the Bolshevik revo- 
lution on Nov. 7.

Dobbs appeared in court with 
bundles of legal documents un- 
der his arm and later told re- 
porters he had been prepared 
to try the case. 

Switch Explained.

600 Students Evacuated 
After Telephone Caller 
Gives Warning. 


About 600 students were 
evacuated from Hancock High 


School, 229 West Ripa avenue, 
Lemay, today after St. Louis 
county police received a tip 
that a time bomb had been 
placed somewhere in the

The tip, which county police 
classified as a probable hoax 
from the beginning, was re- 
ceived by Mrs. Dora Mahoney, 
police switchboard operator, 
shortly after 1 p.m.

Lindhurst estimated the stu- 
dents were outside their class- 
rooms about 25 minutes while 
a search of the premises was 
made. A master key was used 
to open all lockers, but nothing 
resembling a bomb was found. 

Mrs. Mahoney described the 
voice of the bomb-scare caller 
as that of an adult male per- 
son He said the bomb was 
set to explode at 1:45 p.m.

Dr. Heynek added that some 
automatic device could trip the 
parachute and permit it to float 
to earth and that it could be 
tracked by radar instruments.

Dempson, chief of 
the Telegram’s Ottawa bureau, 
made the contact through the 
Soviet embassy in Ottawa. 


“The \ntercontinental rocket 
has solved the problem of de- 
livering hydrogen bomb war- 
heads to any point of the 
globe,” the broadcast said. “As 
for the military bases in Eu- 
rope, Africa and Asia, rockets | 
have long since been available 


which could reach any point 
of these continents.” 


But, he added: 

“Conditions now prevail in | 
the world which do not bode 
an early war. It may be said 
that the people are striving 
for peace and that the current 
situation is’ not of a sort that 
prevailed before World War II. 

“But of course no one can 
eay categorically that there will 
Sa no war.

WASHINGTON. Nov. 4 (AP) 
—George M. Humphrey, who 
used to fight inflation as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, rejected 
today any price cut for steel as 
board chairman of the National 
Steel Corp. 

Humphrey told a Senate 
hearing that company earnings 
have fallen off, that the price 
of steel is fair and competitive, 
and:

November is a lovely month of in-between that is not yet 


winter, 


though fall is for the most part behind us. It is a 


brisk time of the year and the air has a feeling of freshness. 
Caravans of wild geese are seen trailing down a clear blue sky, 
the sumacs are flaring red and the last crimson leaves fly 


through the cool early twilights. 


It is the evening of the year, 


a month of “mists and mellow fruitfulness.” 
November fills the bins and markets to overflowing with 


the late fruits and vegetables 
freshly harvested from bough 
and field. It brings the quince, 
the winter pears, the tart cook- 
ing apples—and possibly best 
of all—the plump ruby cran- 
berries from New England’s 
brimming bogs. 


This is the best times to en- 
joy the just-picked freshness 
of November’s harvest in sauces 
and preserves, in pies and tarts 
and in hot breads for break- 
fast. When the mornings frost 
the window-pane, the fragrant 
aroma of piping hot muffins 
and hot breads make early ris- 
ing a pleasure. 


So here are recipes for two 
fruit-filled breakfast special- 
ties. The first of these is for 
Cape Cod Muffins made with 
bright red, cherry-shaped cran- 
berries and the second is for a 
Dutch Apple Cake baked in a 
skillet. The apples and berries 
should be harvest-fresh. Milk 
must be sweet and eggs should 
be newly-laid. Your shortening, 
too, must have the same magi- 
cal quality of freshness so es- 
sential for flavor perfection— 
a golden freshness with the 
‘“‘just-opened” quality that 
makes tender, flavor-perfect 
hot breads and muffins. 


CAPE COD MUFFINS 


One cup fresh cranberries. 

One tablespoon sugar. 

Two cups sifted enriched 
flour. 

Three teaspoons double- -act- 


ing baking powder. 
One teaspoon salt. 
One-half cup sugar. 
One-fourth cup shortening. 
One cup milk. 
One egg. 


Cut the cranberries in half 
and sprinkle with the one 
tablespoon sugar. In a mixing 
bowl combine flour, baking 
powder, salt and the one-half 
cup sugar. With a pastry 
blender or fork tines cut in 
shortening until it is broken 
into fine particles. Mix milk 
and egg, add to flour mixture 
and stir gently just until dry 
ingredients are moistened to 
make a lumpy batter. Gently 
fold in the sugared cranber- 
ries. Fill greased muffin 
cups two-thirds full and bake 
at 400 degrees for 20 to 25 
minutes. Recipe makes 12 
muffins. 

Dutch Apple Cake. 

One-half cup sugar, one- 
fourth teaspoon nutmeg, two 
cups thinly sliced apples, two 
cups sifted enriched flour, 
three teaspoons double-acting 
baking powder, one teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth cup sugar, 
one-half cup shortening, three- 
fourths cup milk, one egg, one- 
fourth cup light brown sugar. 


Rub a_ nine-inch square 
cake or frying pan_ with 
shortening. Sprinkle the 


bottom with the one-half cup 
sugar mixed with the nutmeg 
and cover with the thinly

It’s 10 am. and the “girls” 
are about to take a beverage 
“break” during their meeting. 
The beverage is hot beef broth, 
and with it pound cake and 
little honey buns are served. 
The meeting, in this case, is a 
planning session; the commu- 
nity’s Girl Scout leaders are 
co-ordinating their troops’ ac- 
tivities for the fund drive. This 
hot soup-drink would be equally 
welcome as a “break” at any 
meeting, civic or business or 
social. 


Beef broth’s qualities make 
it a suitable perk-up beverage 
at any time of day. It’s high in 
energy-yielding protein, is fat 
free (‘has fewer than 30 calor- 
ies per serving) and contains 
no stimulants to jangle nerves. 
To make beef broth, just heat 
a can of condensed beef broth 
with a canful (or less) of water, 
simmer for a few minutes... 
and sip. If you like, add a 
lemon slice for extra flavor and 
garnish. (One can makes two 
to three servings.) 


For a heartier soup beverage, 


‘try a blend of chicken-rice and 


tomato, or green pea _ with 
mushroom. One of these com- 
binations might hit the spot. 
Chicken-rice and tomato: Com- 
bine a can of condensed chick- 
en-rice soup, a can of condensed 
tomato soup and one-and-a-half 
soup-cans of water. Simmer 
for a few,minutes. Makes four 
or five servings. 

Green pea and mushroom: 
Combine a can of condensed 
green pea soup,.a can of con- 
densed cream of mushroom 
soup, a soup-can of water and 
a soup-can of milk. Heat to the 
simmering point. Makes about 
five servings. 

Have a soup-drink next time 
your spirits or energies begin 
to sag in the middle of the 
morning, or at the end of a 
busy day. Or take time out for 
a cup of beef broth before din- 
ner when you've had a hectic 
afternoon. It'll help you relax 


so dinner will taste better and 
“sit” better.

DETROIT, Nov. 4. 


HAT do you think of the business situation?” The 
question was put to an economist of one of the major 
“I don’t know,” was the prompt 


answer, “tell me first what happened this morning.” 


That’s Detroit at this time of 
the year. When the stock mar- 
ket goes up, Detroiters are op- 
timistic; when it declines, De- 
troiters are down in the mouth. 
When a rumor comes from 
Washington that the Federal 
Reserve Board is thinking, per- 
haps, of loosening credit, De- 


troiters become cheerful. Then, 
when they reread the speech of 
Alfred Hayes, president of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, in which he said it would 
be a mistake to relax credit, 
they go into the doldrums. 

Detroit has become a credit- 
conscious town. No use fancy- 
ing up cars, adding gadgets, or 
zinging horsepower if people 
can’t get credit. Tight money 
is as much a crown of thorns 
to Detroiters today as the rigid 
gold standard was to William 
Jennings Bryan in 1896. The 
Federal Reserve Board, there- 
fore, becomes an enemy of the 
economy, the consumer, and, 
perhaps, a progenitor of unem- 
playment. 

Because Stocks Dip. 

And so Detroit isn’t its bois- 
terous, optimistic normal— 
with every word and gesture a 
sales brochure. 


Forecasts for 1958 are being | 
held back. The industry, caught | 


overoptimistic in 1957, doesn’t 
want to be wrong again. 

The stock market, itself, is 
worrisome. Not only does it 
raise fears of bad _ times 
ahead, but it has a direct im- 
pact on automobiles sales.

When stocks go down, peo- 
ple feel poorer. Husband and 
wife powwow: “Ought we 
make our 1956 do for an- 
other year?” Jewelers, fur- 
riers, and furniture dealers 
go through similar merchan- 
dising tortures whenever the 
stock market dips. 


Its now accepted here, as in 
Washington and Wall Street, 
that the country is having an- 
other readjustment. It seems to 
happen every four years, like 
Presidential elections. 


Immediately after the war, 
in 1945, there was the recon- 
version readjustment. America 
got over that quickly. 

Then, in 1949 business slid 
off. Unemployment rose _ to 
more than 4,000,000 briefly in 
early 1950. 


In 1953, right after President 
Eisenhower took over, business 
had another dip.

About two days before Zhu- 
kov was relieved, Allen Dulles 
sent a report to the White 
House expressing the view that 
Zhukov was coming up fast 
and might head a new military 
dictatorship in six months. He 
had grabbed the secret police, 
Allen Dulles said, and seemed 
sure to take over Khrushchev's 
job.

Not Federal Business 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Census Bureau seems deter- 
mined to include a question on re- 
ligious affiliation. in the 1960 
census. 

The Bureau contends that the 
question is proper because the in- 
formation is “confidential” and 
would be used only for “statistical 
purposes”; is no worse an invasion 
of privacy than inquiring about 
age, income or education; and that 
the statistics “are needed by Gov- 
ernment for developing and admin- 
istering its various programs.” 

Undoubtedly information about 
religious preference would be help- 
ful to churches; but the short an- 
swer is that our Government is 
prohibited from being helpful to 
churches. 

Nor can the Census Bureau find 
any competency to enter the re- 
ligious field by balancing of de- 
grees of noseyness. A _ religious 
category of statistics is outside the 
business of government. The First 
Amendment prohibits the adminis- 
tration of any Governmental pro- 
gram concerned with religion. 

50 why should the Census Bu- 
reau spend the taxpayers’ money 
gathering information the Govern- 
ment can’t use? 

James Madison, who wrote the 
First Amendment, repeatedly point- 
ed out that our Government has 
no jurisdiction whatsoever over re- 
ligion. Our fourth President's con- 
cept was not designed to handi- 
cap religion. 

On the contrary it represented a 
deeply religious view held by such 
devout Christians as Roger Wil- 
liams, Jonathan Edwards, George 
Whitfield, John Leland, Samuel 
Staymer and Isaac Backus. 

Leland said that “Government 
has no more to do with religious 
opinions of man than with the prin- 
ciples of mathematics.” 

When the Constitution was sub- 
mitted it was criticized because it 
not only prohibited religious in- 
quiries of candidates for public of- 
fice, but deliberately omitted any 
invocation to God 

Oliver Ellsworth, later to be Chief 
Justice of the United States, re- 
plied to this criticism: “Civil gov- 
ernment has no business meddling 
with the private opinion of the 
people.” 

In the face of this, what differ- 
ence does it make whether a re- 
ligious census would be of value 
to the churches?

Hanson Baldwin’s article on 
Spain’s armed forces fails to an- 
swer some very basic questions im- 
plicit in any discussion of the 
military strength of Spain. 

A great deal of pride is taken in 
the fact that American guns, boats, 
jets and tanks are doing a good job 
of “modernizing” Spain’s forces. 
But there is little room for pride 
when we ask against whom these 
weapons are to be used; the only 
enemy Spain's government has is 
its people. 

Mr. Baldwin neglected to men- 
tion that these arms have very re- 
cently been used to put down 
strikes in northern Spain and to 
disperse University of Madrid stu- 
dents who were demonstrating dur- 
ing the Hungarian revolt. Spain 
wants no arms, it wants freedom. 

Mr. Baldwin might have reported 
that only several weeks ago Dic- 
tator Franco said of Sputnik—that 
in order to do great things a nation 
needs “political unity and disci- 
pline,” such as in Russia, and must 
“not be divided and without order.”

Second Chapter 


Russia’s second earth satellite opens a new 
chapter of Western society’s agonizing reap 
praisal before the first has been finished. It is 
a painful experience to descend from assumed 
superiority to the level of the second-best. Yet 
if the experience induces a greater candor of 
self-examination it will have its rewards. 

The military implications of Sputnik II, carry- 
ing a living creature a thousand miles aloft, 
are staggering. The half-ton weight of this 
satellite, and its more distant orbit, argue 
powerfully that Soviet missile technology is 
highly advanced, even may have achieved some 
spectacular break-through in the problem 
of fuels. 

But there is a deeper meaning beyond the 
military, one that challenges us to re-examine 
our whole scale of values and the very bases 
of our society. It has long been assumed that 
a totalitarian society could not climb the pin- 
nacles of scientific and industrial achievement. 
Now we know that certain pinnacles can be 
climbed by such a society. Soviet scientists 
evidently have been granted the freedom nec- 
essary to great creative endeavor within a frame- 
work of political autocracy. 

. . * 

What is it our own society lacks that enabled 
the Soviets to march ahead? To say that we do 
not respect science is manifestly untrue. Science 
has been a demi-god in this country for 50 
years. Public interest in it, however, has been 
diffuse and -undiscriminating—almost as much 
impressed by the research for a new tooth- 
paste as by the exploration of the nucleus. 

At bottom it is not science, not technology 
and certainly not industrial power that American 
society lacks, but the habit of directing these 
skills toward national ends. We so dedicate 
them in war and other great emergencies, but 
in peacetime the demands on productive and 
creative energy are allocated not according to 
a national plan based on social objectives but 
according to the random claims of unorganized 
individuals. 

This is only another way of saying that ours 
is a free-enterprise society. Breasts are being 
beaten because the Russians build satellites 
while the United States builds new models of 
automobiles trying to look like rockets. It is 
fair to recognize, however, that we build new 
cars because our society and economy are or- 
ganized to fill such personal demands first and 
collective or national demands second. It is 
also imperative to admit that mew cars are one 
expression of the high standard of living we 
rightfully take pride in. A society that goes 
hungry and’ ill clothed in order to build satel- 
lites has a challenge of its own to face.

What is the answer? Some voices inevitably 
will be raised for the adoption of totalitarian 
techniques in order to duplicate totalitarian 
achievements. America has proved over and 
over again that we need not accept that defeat. 
What we need is a proper balance between indi- 
vidual and general purposes. We need to recog- 
nize that private enterprise cannot supply all 
our wants—cannot produce satellites, for ex- 
ample. We need a determination to engage in 
that degree of national planning which is essen- 
tial to great national achievement. 

Let us grant freely that the Soviets are mak- 
ing a most impressive demonstration of their 
ability to organize scientific and industrial 
skills, and to direct them into national chan- 
nels. Our task is to organize our resources 
for social ends without sacrificing political 
freedom or individual welfare—and to do so, 
not in order to “beat the Russians,” but to 
elevate the lot of man. 
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The Key to the Treasure 

A young undergraduate once wrote to the 
Post-Dispatch that the colleges were teaching 
their students everything except how to express 
themselves. We imagine he would be gratified 
by the announcement that Rutgers University 
has made it a requisite of graduation from its 
college of arts and sciences that a student must 
be able to write clearly, as demonstrated by 
passing a basic course in the fundamental 
principles of composition. A graduate who is 
unable to communicate his learning clearly to 
others is like a locked treasure-house without 
a key. Articulateness for college graduates can 
be expected to lead not only to more successful 
and happy living, but also to better teaching 
when they take it up, which in turn will pro- 
duce better students in a benevolent circle.

Tragedy of France 

The machine-gunning of a French senator in 
the streets of Paris is but one indication of the 
gravity of the current governmental crisis. The 
man was attacked by partisans of the rebels in 
Algeria, where he had large holdings. These 
pro-Algerian gangsters already have perpetrated 
589 killings in Paris this year. While the vic- 
tims generally were members of rival North 
African factions, the murders indicate neverthe- 
less how colonial terrorism is spreading to 
France itself. & 

Directly or indirectly, the Algerian struggle 
is at the root of most other French difficulties. 
To the expense of three years of this war—not 
to mention Indochina and other troubles which 
preceded it—can be traced the lack of enough 
francs to pay internal bills and enough gold to 
meet international obligations. 

These fiscal stringencies, in turn, are related 
to the inflated cost of living which has led to 
serious strikes in the capital and other parts of 
France. And these strikes mean not only gar- 
bage in the streets and interruptions of local 
transit, but also industrial tie-ups and stoppages 
of government services which might alleviate 
the crisis. 

The French press as well as foreign diplomats 
regard the situation as the most critical faced 
by France since World War II. In some quar- 
ters there have been open appeals for a virtual 
dictatorship under Gen. Charles de Gaulle. While 
the General has returned to Paris from his self- 
imposed exile, he has been discreetly silent. 
Whether he is holding himself aloof from temp- 
tation or biding his time only he can say. 

Meanwhile former Premier Mollet, regarded 
as the most likely man to form at least a care- 
taker government, has been unable to do so. 
President Coty has persuaded former Finance 
Minister Felix Gaillard to try to put together 
an acceptable cabinet. He accepted the mission 
a few days before his thirty-eighth birthday, 
saying that he would insist on stringent eco- 
nomic reforms. Whether he succeeds where 
more experienced men have failed remains to 
be seen. 

French political theorists frequently have 
said that Americans and Britons exaggerate the 
rise and fall of cabinets in Paris. They have 
pointed to the vast, able and highly centralized 
French civil service, which is supposed to carry 
on, premier or no premier. But how can this 
bureaucracy meet, for example, the appeal of the 


Algerians to the United Nations? Can this 
splintered situation continue for another three 
years, the remainder of the life of this Assembly? 
Yet new national eleetions cannot be decreed— 
legally. Nor does it help to have Frenchmen 
grumbling about “revolution.” \ Political Framee 
must “pull itself together.” Under the consti- 
tution of the Fourth Republic—which centers 
no positive power anywhere in the gevernment 
lest somebody be victimized—this effqrt calls 
for a resurgence of disinterested patriotism. 


The tragedy of the worsening disorder is that 
it stems from no serious material shorteoming, 
but from an excess of self-centered politics. This 
has favored short-sighted policies, and then 
frustrated even them. 


= 
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Behind the License Tax Seandal 


That Lieense Collector Joseph T. Hayden 
handed out jobs in his office to faithful Demo- 
crats bearing notes from influential ward bosses 
is not at all surprising. As a matter of self- 
preservation, he had te. In effect these jobs 
purchased ward support in the Democratic pri- 
maries for Mr. Hayden himself. Without such 
support he would be just another politician out 
of work. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Hayden's employment prac- 
tices are far from unique among the Democratie 
ward ehieftains who control others of the city’s 
so-called “county offices.” We refer specifically 
to Sheriff Martin Tozer, Collector of Revenue 
Del L. Bannister, Recorder of Deeds Anthony 
J. Denny and City Treasurer John J. Dwyer, as 
well as the various Magistrates and Constables, 
among others. They supply the patronage that 
Mr. Dwyer once called the “life blood” of the 
Democratic party apparatus. 

A similar situation exists among these same 
administrative offices in St. Lowis county, with 
the exception that there it is mostly the life 
blood of Republican party patronage that is 
enriched. 

Nor is it at all surprising that several of Mr. 
Hayden’s employes suffer the stigma of police 
records. Quite apart from the fact that in 
times of full employment these are hardly the 
most attractive jobs to the ambitious, Mr, Hay- 
den plainly had to hire those applicants who had 
the right connections, regardless of qualifica- 
tions. To do otherwise would be to jeopardize 
his own scalp, and no politician ever is going 
to do that. 

Mr. Hayden’s office and most of the others 
in the city’s “county” or state-controlled layer 
obviously ought to be merged with the munici- 
pal corporation under the Mayor, and their 
workers hired on the basis of merit. These 
independent administrative offices in St. Louis 
county ought to be made appointive under the 
Supervisor and the workers plaeed under a 
merit system. 

In St. Louis’s case legislative action is neces- 
sarv. That is an objective easier to talk about 
than to attain—especially since most of the 
city’s State Senators and Representatives are 
political cronies of Mr. Hayden and may even be 
recommending workers to him from time to 
time. But until it is attained the taxpayers can 
fear scandals in these offices. 
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Chance for the Railroads 

The estimated cost of relocating the riverfront 
railroad tracks to make way for the sky-scraping 
memorial arch has been cut by roughly two- 
thirds. A Terminal railroad study fixes the cost 
under the recently revised plan at $5,610,000, 
and conceivably this may be “shaved” a bit. 
The estimated cost under the old plan was about 
$14,000,000. The slash should he a very effec- 
tive stimulant for the completion of the national 
memorial. 

In view of the existing agreement that the cost 
will be shared by the railroads and the federal 
and municipal governments, the amount to be 
paid by each now must be determined. Congress 
has stipulated that not more than $1,875,000 of 
the currently available federal appropriation of 
$2,640,000 shall be used for this purpose. Since 
this represents more than one-third of the total, 
and since it seems desirable that all further fed- 
eral funds should go toward completing the 
project rather than for preliminaries, the figure 
should stand as a ceiling over Washington’s 
share. . 

That leaves at least $3,735,000 to be met by 
the railroads and the city. It does not seem 
unfair to expect the Terminal and the Missouri 
Pacific to meet the greater part of this. After 
all® their tracks are on public property. Meet- 
ing the greater part of the cost would be a rela- 
tively modest “fee” for this convenience. It is 
less than the relocation expenses to which some 
railroads have been put in connection with re- 
development projects in other cities. | And if it 
is true that the roads contribute to the city’s 
economic welfare, it is equally true that the com- 
merce and industry of St. Louis provide the 
backbone of the roads’ earnings. 

The main thing is to get the work under way 
so that the National Park Service can‘meet its 
target date: 1964, the two-hundredth anniver- 
sary of St. Louis. To this the railroads can 
make a fair contribution at the Nov. 15 meeting 
with Mayor Tucker and National Park Service 
representatives by coming to a quick and satis- 
factory agreement as to their share of the bill. 
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Army Reserves Should Be Ready 


It has been abundantly apparent for a long 
time that the training program of the Army 
Reserves is not all it should be. And one 
of the principal reasons is that the program 
is almost entirely based on World War II con- 
cepts. It is to the credit of Assistant Secretary 
of the Army Hugh M. Milton that he brought 
this deficiency into the open before the Asso- 
ciation of the Army convention last week in 
Washington. 

He urged that the Army Reserves be reorgan- 
ized and trained for atomic age warfare, adding 
that it would take several years for them to 
attain the desired state. That is far too long 
a time. The Reserves have been cited as a 
“ready” force and their members advertised as 
“minute men.” But now a high ranking civilian 
member of the Defense Department admits pub- 
licly that they cannot carry out their role. 


Secretary of the Army Wilber Brucker and 
his chief of staff, Gen. Maxwell Taylor, should 
follow through on Mr. Milton’s review of the 
plight of the Reserves. The Army has a National 
Guard bureau and a Reserve bureau headed by 
high ranking officers. Why have they not seen 
that the training has been proper for an atomic 
age which dawned more than 10 years ago? 

The Army, Reserves are now getting plenty of 
recruits with six months of active duty under 
the 1955 Reserve Forces Act. They are suffi- 
ciently trained so that, as Mr. Milton says, their 
commanders could go ahead with a hard-hitting 
program to fit them for atomic warfare. Some- 
body is grievously at fault and the taxpayers’ 
money is being wasted until these men get the 
advanced training they should have.

Vice President Nixon is beginning 
to stretch—if not to sever—the ties 
that bind him to the political policies 
of the Eisenhower Administration. 
Mr. Nixon, quite evidently, is ready 
to step out on his own. 

There have been two striking illus- 
trations of this recently. One was his 
private appearance before the Na- 
tional Conference of Editorial Writers 
in Oklahoma City. The other was his 
public address on foreign economic 
policy before the 
International Indus- 
trial Development 
Conference in San 
Francisco. 

On both occasions 
Mr. Nixon was care- 
ful to stay within 
the framework of 
present Administra- 
tion policies; the 
Vice President is 
too loyal to the 
President—and too 
shrewd politically 
—to say anything 
that would “clash” 
openly with Admin- 
istration policy. Yet within those 
bounds Mr. Nixon on both occasions 
stepped out independently. 

The political significanee of this 
move ought to be plain. As everyone 
knows, Mr. Nixon has already put an 
end to the picture of the Vice Presi- 
dent as a dim figure in government, 
almost a nonentity. 


With an Eye on 1960 


But up to now his role has been 
that of spokesman for policies set by 
others: his own ideas have been sub 
merged. No one knew what Mr. Nixon 
himself thouglit. This is an obvious 
political weakness for a man who has 
his eye on 1960. So what he is now 
clearly setting out to do is to slip out 
from under the shadow of President 
Eisenhower, demonstrate that he is a 
man of independent mind and become 
a national political figure in his 
own right. 

This is at best a’ difficult political 
maneuver, requiring the finest of judg- 
ments, for he must put his own stamp 
on things without marring the record 
of the team of which he is a part. 


Mr. Nixon’s appearance before the 
editorial writers’ conference was in- 
formal. As a piece of showmanship, it 
wag a virtuoso performance. For more 
them two hours the Vice President 
answered questions on a variety of 
subjects, and his answers were not 
perfunctory. Whether the question 
was about Little Rock or Sputnik, Mr. 
Nixon had at his fingertips an incred- 
ible array of background information, 
which moved one listener to remark 
that he must have a punch-card mem- 
ory. Few men in public life—if any 
—could have made such an impression 
on such a group of a man who knew 
exactly what he was talking about on 
sO many matters. 


“Cood Political Salesmanship” 


That alone made it good political 
salesmanship; and that, doubtless, is 
what Mr. Nixon intended. Since he 
did not indulge in the press confer- 
ence type of over-simplified answers, 
the picture he offered of himself was 
that of the well-informed man with 
thoughtful replies to serious questions. 

But there was more to be noted 
about the performance than its show- 
manship. Before long his listeners 
had the feeling that he was often 
putting a somewhat different empha- 
sis on things than might have been 
expected if he were simply parroting 
a “party line.” : 

The Vice President gave the im 
sion, for instance, that he has n

. ahead of the Administration in think- 
ing about labor legislation. At any 


rate he was more outspoken than any 
other executive official has been on 
the need for legislative restrictions on 
unions. He did not appear frightened 
by the myth that touching the power 
of union leaders is political suicide. 

There was also a suggestion that he 
thought the defense program needed a 
more agonizing reappraisal than it has 
yet received. His view of the Russian 
missile developments, while by no 
means alarmist, is definitely a more 
serious one than that suggested by the 
official statements in Washington. By 
implication at least he suggested there 
should be some changes in the alloca- 
tion of funds and efforts of the de- 
fense program toward more research 
and development of new weapons, al- 
ways with an eye on the Government's 
fiscal integrity. 


As to a Cut in Taxes 


The Nixon emphasis, on federal fis- 
cal integrity, in turn, seemed heavier 
than that placed there by some others 
in the Administration. Other Repub- 
licans may be talking hopefully about 
tax cuts—Mr. Nixon made it plain he 
would not favor them if they increased 
the Government’s financial difficulties. 

His approach is different too on for- 
eign aid. This point of view was express- 
ly put in his more formal speech in 
San Francisco. Mr. Nixon there said all 
the expected things about the virtues 
of the Government’s wholesale foreign 
aid program. But having paid his 
obeisance to this necessity, the whole 
of the rest of his speech was devoted 
to ways and means of encouraging a 
flow of private capital from the United 
States to the underdeveloped nations 
and of seeing that even the United 
States Government money is chan- 
neled into private enterprise abroad. 

All these thoughts were expressed 
with the utmost diplomacy. There was 
no overt criticism of any Administra- 
tion policy or any Administration of- 
ficial. Emphasis is the only word that 
describes the difference. But that 
could well be a very great difference. 
And the fact that he has begun to 
make such differences suggests that 
he is speaking his own mind. 


Away From Catchphrases 


It is perhaps too early to discern 
just what his own mind is on all of 
these matters. But it is interesting 
that he has begun to use such phrases 
as: “Government capital is in a sense 
crisis capital. . . . The only source of 
investment funds that can be greatly 
expanded is private capital. ... There 
are limits to what government can do. 
. . . The limit (is) imposed by budg- 
etary problems. ... The most produc- 
tive source of progress is private rath- 
er than government enterprise.” 

These are definitely not the catch- 
phrases of what has come to be called 
modern Republicanism, with which 
the Administration has been identified 
and, up to now, Mr. Nixon also. So 
a tentative guess at this point might 
be that Mr. Nixon, in speaking his 
mind, plans to let it be known that 
he has not been swallowed up by the 
“liberal” wing of his party which is 
somewhat carefree in money matters 
and rather disparaging of the power 
of free enterprise. 

Be that as it may, it is plain enough 
that in heading for the White House 
in ’60 Mr. Nixon feels he has to shake 
loose from the coattails of others and 
step out on his own.

Between Book Ends 


Newly Patioed Eden 


NO DOWN PAYMENT, by John Me. : 
Partland. (Simon and Schuster, 312 
pgs., $3.95.) 

John McPartland rigged and plant- 
ed a fictional bomb entitled “No 
Down Payment.” It went off recently 
somewhere in a mountainous stack of 
newly-published American novels and 
left at least one reader shaken and 
incredulous. 

Four homes lie back to back in a 
giant, sprawling housing development 
called Sunrise Hills, California. Their 
owners are a miscellaneous and unnat- 
ural assortment of neighbors. The 
surface interlock and interplay be- 
tween these couples is of a casual 
nature, but bears the unmistakable 
seeds of violence. 

Each couple has a personal as well 
as a community problem. These are 
dramatized in a thorough and well- 
insighted manner. Jean Martin is too 
nearly perfect, too beautiful, too full 
of pride. Her husband, David, has 
more tajent than drive. Jerry Flagg, 
“who never smiled deeper than his 
face,” demands only the sensual sat- 
isfactions of life. His wife Isbel has 
been torn to her husband’s level. 

Betty Kreitzer believes the teach- 
ings of her church implicitly. Hus- 
band Herman is a religious man in 
his living practices, but has rejected 
ehurch observance. Troy Noon has a 
will-to-cruelty which has been nour- 
ished in the Army. His wife, Leola, 
is an unhappy child who does not 
“belong.” 


* * 


The author invests the inhabitants 
of this newly-patioed Eden with an 
outsized measure of love, hate, jeal- 
ousy and fat-cat contentment. Be- 
neath the surface of the story (and 
possibly that of McPartland’s con- 
sciousness) Troy Noon represents To- 
talitarian Man (insofar as there is 
such a person) while the other three * 
men appear as different aspects of 
Democratic Man. 

McPartland takes time out mid-book 
for a couple of vigorous pokes at his- 
torian Arnold Toynbee. David Martin 
calls Toynbee “a nice, old scholar 
without any understanding of history 
at all.” He adds that such elements 
as coal, oil and hydropower have 
“poor Toynbee” entirely befuddled. 

From this one might gather that 
the author has a hidden urge to in- 
terpret history himself, as indeed he 
does in “‘No Down Payment.” He con- 
fines himself, however, to that seg- 
ment of history which relates to the... 
Here and the Now. He exposes thé ;* 
evils inherent in a society paid for 
on the installment plan and rooted 
in mass conformity. He strips away 
the veil of false virtue from ivy-cov- 
ered trellises from Levittown to Glas- 
gow Village. 

“No Down Payment” is often over- 
charged with drama and ends with a 
bloody, bare-knuckle braw!] which per- 
mits church, sex and business virtue 
to emerge victorious. These short- 
comings do not appreciably diminish 
the novel’s considerable head-on im- 
pact.

Haas Was Second 

Choice as Kicker. 

HE 19-year-old Haas, &a 
T 6-foot 180-pound varsity 

newcomer from _Inde- 
pendence, Mo., has developed 
rapidly since Broyles, shop- 
ping for a kicker the minute 
he hit the campus at Colum- 
bia last January, was dis- 
tressed to have another 
sophomore, Bob Anderson, 
suffer a kidney injury al- 
most on the eve of the open- 
er with Vanderbilt. 

“Anderson,” said Broyles at 
the time, “is the most in- 
stinctive quick-kicker I ever 
saw. Haas shows promise, 
too, and I pray he can de- 
liver. We've got a limited 
offense and we'll have to 
play the waiting game—wait 
for the other side to make 
mistakes. A spirited defense 
and good kicker could do it. 

Haas has delivered hand- 
somely. In Broyles’ quick- 
kick method, the _ center 
angles the ball through the 
crouching T-formation, quar- 
terback’s legs to the close-up 
left halfback, who takes one 
quick step directly toward 
the right and, facing the 
sideline, swings his leg in a 
soccer kicker’s off-to-the-side 
arc. He clubs the ball with 
the inside of his right instep. 

Kicked end over end rather 
than a spiral, the ball clears 
the surprised safetyman’s 
head and, because of the tra- 
jectory and technique, often 
skips goalward like a stone 
skimming water. 

From regular punt forma- 
tion, Haas also has improved. 
From the backline of his end 
zone he kicked 50 yards once 
Saturday and in the close 
moments, angling for the 
sidelines from the Colorado 
29 in the dusk, he kicked out 
on the Buff’s 3-yard line. 

Before Hank Kuhlmann 
picked off a pass with 42 sec- 


onds left, the Buffs then 
surged 61 yards in just 10 
plays, but, as he'd done so 
often, Haas had seen to it 
that they had too far to 
travel. 


If Missouri is to hang in 
there in the big one this 
week against Oklahoma, Haas 
will have to out-kick Clen- 
don Thomas, the Sooners’ 
superior’ punter. Capable 
quick-kicking and _ out-of- 
bounds punting could do 
much to prevent the punt re- 
turn, one of the Red Wreck- 
ers’ favorite weapons.

automobile repair shop op- 
street. They appare‘ly were 
the victims of carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning, police re- 


orted. 

Taylor, 63 years old, was 
found sitting in the front seat 
of an automobile on which he 
had been working. Mrs. Tay- 
lor, 62, was sitting on the floor 
beside a desk near the front 
of the building. She had the 
telephone clutched in both 
hands as though she had tried 
unsuccessfully to call for help. 

Police reported the ignition 
of the automobile was turned 
on, the motor warm, but not 
operating. The gasoline tank 
was empty. 

The bodies of the Taylors 
were discovered about 8:40 
p.m. by Frank Wood, 1817 
Lynch, who told police he was 
walking past the garage, looked 
in the window and saw Mrs. 
Taylor sitting by the desk. 
When he saw she did not move, 
Wood summoned Warren Otten 
of 1906 Lynch and Joseph Ot- 
terson of 1915 Lynch, who 
broke the glass in a window to 
gain entrance. The overhead 
garage door had no handle on 
the outside, police said. 

Otten told police Taylor had 
been working in the garage 
with the doors and windows 
closed since about 7:30 a. m. 

Frank Medler, 3510 Kossuth 
avenue, a nephew by marriage 
of the Taylors, who arrived at 
the garage shortly after the 
bodies were found, told police 
he had been working on the 
automobile with Taylor until 
about noon and had talked with 
him on the telephone about 2 
p.m. However, he said he had 
tried to telephone him several 
times between 6 and 8 p.m.

_ Charles Gray Soothes Way for Grosvenor House Guests—a St. Louis Visitor

N. American staying at 

Grosvenor House in Lon- 

don left for the return yoy- 
age, forgetting his valuable 
camera in the cashier’s safe. 
He immediately notified 
Charles Gray, hospitality of- 
ficer for Grosvenor House who 
phoned London, had a special 
messenger bring tHe camera 
by train. Gray tried to inter- 
cept the train at one station, 
missed it, raced to the next 
station, retrieved the camera, 
dashed to the ship, tossed the 
camera into the cabin, and just 
managed to get off before the 
ship sailed. 

Such special service is a 
regular part of his job. “The 
man with the red carnation,” 
who always wears that badge 
of identification, meets every- 
one who is going to stay at 
Grosvenor House, not merely 
V.LP.’s but everyone—sultans, 
rajahs, movie stars and Mr. 
and Mrs. John Jones of Mud- 
ville, Mo., who want to be sure 
to see that changing of the 
guard. During the busy sea- 
son, he meets as many as 68 
ships a month and what with 
lost cameras, unmatched lug- 
gage, and tourists’ tastes rang- 
ing from alehouses to antiques, 
his is rather a full life. 


“I take care of all the bits 
and pieces,” Gray sums it up 
simply. “I go right on board 
ship, collect all my people to- 
gether, sometimes as many as 
70, get them through immigra- 
tion officials, take care of their 
baggage, and get them safely 
on the train. 

“They're always surprised 
that there are no checks for 
baggage and I must assure 
them that the next time they 
see their baggage it will be in 
their room. Then we sit down 
on the train and have a cup of 
tea. 

“In London we're met by 
some of our uniformed staff. 
and I get them into taxis or 
private cars. Those who have 
never been to London I take 
on a quick tour of Westmin- 
ster Bridge, Westminster Ab- 
bey, the House of Parliament, 
the Palace—occasionally we're 
lucky and the Queen is coming 
in or going out, or they’re 
changing the guard—and then 
to the hotel. 

“We also do the same thing 
in reverse. I collect my pas- 
sengers, get them on the train 
to Southampton or Plymouth, 
again through immigration, 
collect baggage, take them on 
board, introduce them to the 
chief steward to see that they 
get a good table, and to the 
purser and the doctor. Not that 
they may need a doctor but he 
usually gives cocktail parties.”

Following up with lost arti- 
cles is one important part of 
Gray’s job. One man left a 
large sum of money under his 
pillow and it had to be dis- 
patched by the next ship. Oc- 
casionally, there is other spe- 
cial service such as taking care 
of a man celebrating his 100th 
birthday; in this case it was 
unnecessary to look after the 
man’s luggage as his youthful 
son, age 75, was doing it quite 
nicely. During big events, such 
as a Coronation, there is royalty 
from all over, and what with 
flowing robes, swords and 
sashes and’turbans, Gray says 
with a reminiscent sigh, “the 
lobby is quite a sight.” 

Gray’s visit to this country is 
in the nature of a good will 
tour, calling on hotel men and 
business men.

As a very young 
man he decided he would like 
to become proficient in lan- 
guages, so he went to Paris, 
lived in the Montparnasse area 
where then—in 1925 — you 


could get a room for 14 cents a 
day and meals (with wine) for 
another 14 cents. Having mas- 
tered French, he went on to 
Switzerland for the winter 
sports. 

He had learned to play golf 
when he was seven, was pro- 
ficient on skis, so he put an 
advertisement in the paper, of- 
fering to stay with a family and 
teach their children English 
and any sports in return for 
lessons in German. Out of the 
68 replies, he selected a Ger- 
man family who spoke no Eng- 
lish and spent several agoniz- 
ing months groping.in a for- 
eign language, until one day he 
woke up and found he was 
speaking it fluently. He stayed 
on in Europe, learning lan- 
guages, teaching skiing by win- 
ter, tennis and golf by summer, 
and eventually got a sales job 
with a sports manufacturer.

T WAS a little after nine 
] orctock on the evening of 

May 21, 1924. 

“Well,” I said to myself, “it’s 
over. There’s no turning back 
now. How on earth could I 
ever have gotten involved in 
this thing? It was horrible— 
more horrible even than I 
figured it was going to be. But 
that’s behind me now. Some- 
how I never believed that it 
would happen—that we'd 
actually go through with it. 
But it’s done. 

“And now, at least, there 
aren’t any decisions to make. 
lll be able to put all my 
thought on not making any 
slips—on staying one jump 
ahead of the police. But that’s 
nonsense! Nobody’s ever going 
to suspect me. 

“I wish it weren't over with 
—that there were still time to 
change my mind. But what’s 
the use of wishing things that 
are impossible? The thing I’ve 
got to do now is to be careful 
to do all the ordinary, normal 
things just as I've always done 
them. I'll stop at a drug store 
and call Connie to confirm our 
date for tomorrow night.” 

Dick and I were driving 
away from the swampland near 
Hegewisch, just south of Chi- 
cago, where we had left Bobby 
Franks’s body in a conduit pipe 
under a railroad embankment. 

Dick was in high spirits. The 
main part of the scheme he 
had lived with and lived for 
for months was accomplished. 
The difficult part, the risky 
part. Now there remained only 
the collection of the ransom. 


“That'll be a snap, Nate. 
Nothing to it. You saw how 
smooth this all went off. Just 


like I told you over and over 
it would. Are you convinced 
now that it was easy as falling 
off a log? And the rest will be 
even easier. We don’t have to 
get within a hundred yards of 
anybody. Just sit safe and 
snug in that alley and wait for 
them to toss us the dough, 
Those rubes have about as 
much chance of catching up 
with us as a snowball in hell. 

“What do you say, Butch, 
let’s go out and have a few 
drinks after we make ‘the 
phone call and mail the letter.” 

“Wish I could, Dick. I could 
use a drink. But you know I 
have to go home and drive 
Aunt’ Birdie and Uncle Al 
home. And then I have to stay 
home, at least until after Dad 
goes to bed. It’s my night to 
be home. Tell you what, though. 
I can probably sneak out later, 
when I’m sure Dad’s asleep. 
Say about midnight or 12:30.” 

‘Naw, that’s too late. Skip it. 
What would I do with myself 
till then? Those coppers will 
be getting a good night's sleep. 
We better too, so’s to be in 
top form tomorrow .to stay 
ahead of '’em. About two miles 
ahead!” 

There it was again, ,that 
thought I'd had about Dick so 
often. You just couldn't figure 
the guy out. Those quick alter- 
ations of mood, those sudden 
changes of mind. But then 
there was nothing compared to 
the real fundamental contradic- 
tion in his character. Every- 
body went for the guy—and 
rightly so. There wasn’t a sun- 
nier, pleasanter, more likeable 
fellow in the world. Why, I 
thought more of Dick than of 
all the rest of my friends put 
together. His charm was mag- 
netic — maybe mesmeric was 
the better word. He could 
charm anybody he had a mind 
to. Lots of people who thought 
the world of him would be sur- 
prised to know his real thoughts 
about them. He looked down 
on nearly everybody. But they 
never knew it. 

And he was at home with 
everybody. College presidents 
or hoboes, it was all the same 
to Dick.

It just didn’t reg- 
ister. But to hell with trying 


to figure him out. 

We made the phone call to 
the Frank’s home from a pub- 
lic phone in the drug store a 
block from my house. I did 
the talking, with Dick crowded 
into the booth with me. This 
was Frank Johnson, I said. 
Their son had. been kidnaped. 
They'd get a letter in the 
morning, containing § instruc- 
tions about the ransom 

The ransom letter, already 
written and in an envelope 
with special delivery stamp af- 
fixed, we mailed in a mail box 
on Hyde Park boulevard. 

Next day we met for lunch 


after my morning classes at 
Law School. Dick was ex- 
uberant.

It was .a busy time for me, 
that week.

I read what papers I could, 
but you didn’t have to read the 
papers.
